This staffer says that the 
Agency "cones cut pretty well" in the report, which states flatly that CIA has 
not b en out of control, and has in fact been totally responsive to the President 
and Dr. Kissinger. 

This is to alert the Task Force that a period (short and intensive) of review 
lies in the near future. To aid in that process, attached hereto is a paper on 
principles and standards which should be used in reviewing the HSC .final report. 
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
